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In  late  December  and 
early  January,  members  of 
the  Sellinger  School  of 
Business  and  Manage- 
ment faculty  and  staff 
began  moving  into  the 
Sellinger  School  of  Busi- 
ness and  Management 
Building  located  near  the 
historic  Charles  Street 
entrance  to  the  Ever- 
green Campus.  The 
move  marks  the  first  time 
since  its  formation  in 
1980  that  The  Sellinger 
School  of  Business  and 
Management  has  had  its 
faculty  offices  and  class- 
rooms housed  in  one 
central  location.  The 
newest  jewel  of  the 
College’s  Evergreen 
campus  anchors  the 
academic  quadrangle, 
sitting  just  east  of  the 
Charles  Street  entrance. 


The  gleaming  glass  and  steel 
window  wall  that  faces  Charles  Street 
presents  a bold  image  to  those  driving 
by  from  Charles  Street  or  crossing  the 
USF&G  Pedestrian  Bridge. 

MBNA  America  Bank,  N.A., 
made  a $5  million  gift  to  the  building 
campaign  and  named  the  new  facility 
for  the  late  Reverend  Joseph  A. 
Sellinger,  S.J.,  who  served  as  Loyola’s 
President  from  1964-1993. 
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The  new  Sellinger  School  of  Business  and 
Management  Building  features  1 1 classrooms , five 
seminar  rooms , four  conference  rooms , an 
information  center,  the  Dean's  office  suite  and  54 
faculty  offices.  All  facilities  include  the  latest  in 
softhisticated  technology  to  aid  professors  in  their 
lectures. 


The  50,000-square'foot,  $14.4  million  Sellinger 
Building  connects  the  much  maligned  Maryland  Hall 
but  is  faced  in  traditional  Butler  Stone,  unlike  the 
key 'lime  green  tiles  that  cover  Maryland  Hall.  Co!- 
lege  administrators  planned  late  in  2000  to  re-face 
Maryland  Hall  to  match  the  Sellinger  Building  and 
other  traditional  buildings  at  Evergreen. 

Arc/xitects  Bohlin  Cywinski  Jackson  of  Philadel- 
phia created  a modem  facility  able  to  house  a sophis- 
ticated school  of  business,  but  designed  it  in  such  a 
way  that  it  blends  nicely  with  Loyola's  Gothic, 
collegiate  architecture.

Expanding  east^ 
toward  Beatty  Hall,  the  ^ 
ej<pansion  was  designed  i 
to  match  the  existing  f 
Science  Center  while  j 
blending  with  die  tradi-  j 
tional  architecture  of  ^ 
campus.  Located  to  the 
north  of  the  Alumni  ! 
Memorial  Chapel,  the 
new  facility  features 
three  floors  with  glass 
and  steel  facades  that 
provide  sweeping  views 
of  the  campus.  The  new 
space  was  a welcome 
addition  to  the  original 
Donnelly  Science  Cen- 
ter, and  won  rave  reviews 
from  faculty  and  students 
alike. 
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Faculty  and  students  wasted  no  time  settling 
into  the  space  when  the  new  addition  to  Donnelly 
opened  in  January  2000  with  its  five  new 
laboratories , three  3 new  classrooms  and  seven 
new  faculty  offices  along  with  landscaping  and  a 
new  entrance. 


'^The  20,700'square-foot,  $6.2  million  expansion, 
also  designed  by  the  Philadelphia  architecture  firm  of 
Bohlin  Cywinski  Jackson,  includes  a new  plaza  and 
patio  that  connects  with  the  side  and  front  of  the  Alumni 
Memorial  Chapel . Built-in  trellises  and  benches  give  the 
plaza  an  open  and  welcoming  feel. 

'^Construction  began  in  the  summer  of  1 998  and 
was  coordinated  with  the  new  Sellinger  School  build- 
ing. The  addition  is  hardly  noticeable  from  Cold 
Spring  Lane  and  adds  an  updated  look  to  the  north- 
west comer  of  the  original  Evergreen  Campus.

Sasaki  Associates  of  Watertown 
MA,  designed  the  facility  to  merge  into 
the  landscape  so  that  it  would  appear 
smaller  than  its  1 15,000  square  feet 
and  blend  more  appropriately  into  the 
surrounding  neighborhood. 
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Slated  for  completion  in- 
time  for  the  fall  2000  * 
return  to  classes,  the  newl 
Fitness  and  Aquatic 
center  (FAC)  moved  ■ 
into  its  final  phase  of  ! 
construction  as  the  1999' 
2000  academic  year  drew 
to  a close.  The  115,000' 
square'foot,  $20  million 
structure  was  begun  in 
the  fall  of  1998  with  the 
razing  of  the  former  i 
Boumi  Temple  which  ' 
stood  at  the  site  since  the 
1960s.  Loyola  purchased^ 
the  temple  and  its  sup 
rounding  land  in  1997. 
The  new  Fitness  and 
Aquatic  Center  will  offer 
a new,  state'oTthe'art 
facility  for  varsity  swim'  i 
mers  and  divers,  as  welL 
as  a wide  variety  of  1 
spaces  for  recreational  ' 
sports  athletes  and  out' j 
door  adventurers.

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Located  on  Charles  Street  Just  north  of 
main  camjjus,  the  neu^  Center  laill  feature 
basketball  and  volleyball  courts,  a mu/ti 
activity  court  with  rounded  comers  and  plexi- 
glass walls  for  indoor  soccer  and  floor  hockey, 
an  elevated  running  track,  four  racquetball 
and  two  squash  courts,  a 6,000  square-foot 
fitness  center,  two  aerobic/martial  arts  rooms, 
an  indoor  climbing  wall,  an  eight  lane,  25- 
yard  long  by  7 5 -feet  wide  stretch  pool  with 
movable  bulkheads  to  separate  diving  area 
from  swimming  areas,  a whirlpool  and  saunas 
and  a 250-seat  spectator  bank  for  the  pool.

The  Loyola  women’s  basketball  team,  coming  off  consecutive  20-win  seasons,  had 
a new  look  in  1999-2000  as  four  senior  starters,  including  two  1,000-point  scorers, 
graduated  in  1999.  But  the  Greyhounds  still  had  a host  of  outstanding  returnees 
looking  to  lead  Loyola  to  the  MAAC’s  upper  echelon  for  yet  another  season. 

Leading  the  charge  was  senior  forward  Jennifer  Bongard,  a 12-point-per-game 
scorer  last  season  who  became  Loyola’s  13th  1,000-point  scorer  this  year.  Junior 
forward  Erica  Rath  returned  from  a season-ending  knee  injury  to  give  Loyola 
another  All-MAAC  candidate,  while  classmate  and  point  guard  Shannon  Cohen  had 
73  steals  last  season,  two  shy  of  the  school  record.  Center  Sherika  Wilson  helped 
Loyola  set  a team  record  for  blocked  shots  in  a season  in  1998-99,  while  sophomore 
Laura  Slater  was  ready  to  step  into  a starting  position  at  the  small  forward  spot. 
Head  Coach  Cindy  Anderson,  in  her  first  full  season  at  the  helm,  had  nine  returnees 
and  an  impressive  six-member  freshman  class  at  her  disposal.  The  Greyhounds 
began  their  regular  season  at  Maryland  on  Sat.,  Nov.  20,  at  7:30  p.m. 

As  the  1990’s  end,  the  Greyhounds  can  point  to  a tradition  of  success  in  that 
decade  that  perhaps  the  program  would  never  have  dreamed.  Since  the  1992-93 
season,  Loyola  has  fashioned  three  20-win  seasons,  five  winning  seasons  in  seven 
years,  two  MAAC  championships,  two  NCAA  appearances  and  four  appearances  in 
the  MAAC  championship  game.  Loyola  has  not  lost  a MAAC  tournament  first  round 
game  in  that  time  span. 

The  1999-2000  Loyola  schedule  includes  several  rigorous  dates.  Highlighting  the 
slate  were  non-conference  games  at  Virginia  and  Maryland,  tournaments  at  peren- 
nial powers  Vanderbilt  and  St.  Joseph’s  and  a home  matchup  with  Seton  Hall  from 
the  BIG  EAST.

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Grrowth  was  the  catchword  for  the  Loyola  crew  programs  as  they 
entered  the  final  season  of  the  millennium.  Though  the  program 
shed  its  club  status  just  two  seasons  ago,  the  Greyhounds  have 
clearly  grown  into  a force  at  the  varsity  level  thanks  to  an 
impressive  1998-99  season.  Tremendous  improvements,  in  both 
boat  speeds  and  erg  training,  translated  into  even  better  results  this 
season. 

Leading  the  charge  were  men’s  captains  Jon  Sadowski  (Hunting- 
ton,  NY)  and  Casey  Ferrone  (Scarsdale,NY)  and  women’s  captains 
Linda  Gallagher  (Philadelphia,  PA)  and  KeUy  Gardner  (Glenelg, 
MD).  Sadowski  has  represented  Loyola  in  all  classes  of  shells,  while 
Ferrone,  a Delaware  transfer,  is  Loyola’s  fastest  erg  rower.  Gallagher 
has  been  a key  component  ui  majiy  winning  boats  throughout  her 
career,  while  Gardner  stroked  the  novice  women  in  1998-99. 

Varsity  Men;  The  most  successful  male  rowers  in  recent  years,  seniors  Rich  Bounds 
(Pittsville,  MD)  and  Doug  Sanford  (Westfield,  NJ),  returned  to  lead  the  varsity.  After 
becoming  a pair,  Sanford  and  Bounds  won  medals  at  Dad  Vail  and  in  the  petit  final  of 
the  Intercollegiate  Rowing  Association  (IRA)  meet,  defeating  some  of  the  more  powerful 
crews  in  the  nation. 

Varsity  Women;  Gallagher,  known  for  her  outstanding  technical  ability,  led  the 
women’s  varsity.  FeUow  seniors  Laurel  Okvat  (White  Plains,  NY),  Christine  Longo 
(Glastonbury,  CT)  and  Gardner  aU  had  the  ability  to  win  major  events  during  the  1 999- 
2000  season.  The  varsity  women  also  had  back  several  members  from  last  year’s  club 
four  and  lightweight  four  groups  that  placed  in  the  top  1 0 in  the  coUegiate  group  at  the 
Head  of  the  Charles  regatta  in  Boston.  Those  rowers  include,  from  the  junior  class, 
Deirdre  Burke  (Little  Neck,  NY)  Liz  Agro  (’White  Plains,  NY)  and  Brianne  Higgins 
(Manhasset,  NY),  and  from  the  sophomore  class,  Anne  Scali  (Fairfield,  CT)  and  Alice 
Kearney  (Northbrook,  IL). 

Novice  Men;  The  novice  men,  led  by  Ferrone  and  Chris  Szefc  (Westport,  CT),  among 
others,  finished  fifth  at  Occoquan  and  2nd  at  BiU  Braxton  in  the  fall  and  won  the  fours 
at  the  MAAC  championships.  They  also  competed  in  the  semifinals  of  the  Dad  Vail  in 
May. 

Novice  Women;  The  novice  women  looked  to  improve  and  gain  strength  as  the  season 
moved  on.  After  starting  as  two  eights,  the  team  transformed  last  season  into  a pair 
of  junior  varsity  and  novice  crews.  The  team  finished  second  in  the  eights  at  the  MAAC 
championships  and  also  had  good  results  at  the  Hew  York  metropolitan  races.

ence (MAAG)  championship  in  just  their  second  season  as 
a varsity  program.

Earns  Honor  for  Second  Straight  Year  • 


Loyola  College’s  Brlanne  Higgins  (Manhasset,  NY),  a member 
of  the  women’s  crew,  was  named  to  the  USRowing  Collegiate 
Honor  RoU  First  Team.  It  is  the  second  consecutive  year  she 
has  earned  this  prestigious  honor. 

A rising  senior  who  majors  in  speech  pathology,  Higgins 
holds  an  incredible  3.904  GPA  on  a 4.0  scale.  She  is  a two- 
time  member  of  the  MAAG  Academic  Honor  RoU,  and  was  the 
only  student-athlete  from  a MAAG  institution  to  be  honored 
by  USRowing. 

Higgins  was  a key  member  of  the  varsity  eight  boat  that 
placed  first  at  the  MAAG  Championships.  As  a team,  Loyola 
placed  second  overaU,  falling  just  short  to  Marist  for  the 
second  consecutive  year. 


The  USRowing  GoUegiate  Honor  RoU  recognizes  student- 
athletes  who  have  exceUed  in  both  academics  and  rowing,  as 
weU  as  participated  in  extracurricular  activities.  AppUcants 
must  be  USRowing  members,  have  rowed  or  coxed  in  a men’s 
or  women’s  priority  open  or  Ughtweight  boat  that  raced  at  a 
league  championship.  The  recipients  must  have  completed  at 
least  four  semesters  or  sIk  quarters  of  academic  work,  and 
have  earned  a minimum  3.2  cumulative  GPA  on  a 4.0  scale. 
Crew  is  entering  its  third  year  as  a varsity  sport  at  Loyola,  as 
it  gained  fuU  varsity  status  prior  to  the  start  of  the  1998-99 
academic  year.  The  men’s  team  claimed  the  MAAG  Champion- 
ship this  year,  whUe  the  women  placed  second  for  the  second 
straight  year. 
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There  was  a brand  new  look  to  the  women’s  cross  country  team  this 
year,  and  those  surrounding  the  program  were  very  excited  about  its 
prospects.  Second-year  Head  Coach  Sean  Moran  brought  in  eight 
freshman  recruits,  and  hoped  that  his  squad,  though  very  young, 
would  gel  quickly  to  form  a formidable  power  in  the  Metro  Atlantic 
Athletic  Conference. 

Jenn  Aversa,  a sophomore,  burst  onto  the  scene  last  season  with 
one  of  the  best  freshman  campaigns  in  school  history.  Loyola’s  Most 
Valuable  Runner  last  season,  Aversa  was  the  team’s  top  finisher  in 
every  race  last  season,  setting  three  school  records  along  the  way. 
She  put  an  exclamation  on  her  season  with  a fifth-place  finish  at  the 
MAAC  Championships,  held  at  Van  Cortland  Park  in  New  York  City. 
That  finish  was  the  best  ever  by  a Loyola  freshman  at  MAACs. 

Also  returning  to  help  lead  the  resurgence  were  junior  Amanda 
Wesley,  and  sophomores  Laura  Brucia  and  Colleen  Riley . New  to  the 
mix  was  a long  list  of  accomplished  athletes  who  took  the  torch  of 
the  program  to  lead  it  into  the  new  millennium.  Joining  the  program 
were  Karen  Danna,  Kristin  Fallon,  Sandra  Gallagher,  Jessica 
Lutkenhouse,  Colleen  McGarvey,  Jessica  Sarafin,  Jessica  Sarinelli, 
Jennifer  Toolan,  and  Danielle  Walther.  Fallon  was  a two-time 
qualifier  for  the  New  York  State  Federation  Meet,  while  Gallagher 
helped  lead  CatonsviUe  (MD)  to  two  regional  championships,  and  was 
the  runner-up  at  the  Maryland  State  Championship  meet.  Sarinelli 
led  Morris  Hill’s  (NJ)  to  three  straight  conference  and  sectional  titles, 
while  being  All-County  three  straight  years.  Walther  was  an  All-State 
Group  selection  at  Ridgewood  (NJ),  while  leading  the  team  to  three 
consecutive  sectional  and  one  state  group  championship.

With  the  return  of  several  solid  upperclassmen 
mixed  with  some  incoming  talent,  Loyola  Head  Coach 
Sean  Moran  expected  the  Loyola  men’s  cross  country 
team  to  be  much  more  competitive  this  season. 

Returning  to  lead  the  Greyhounds  were  seniors 
Michael  Fregeau,  Geoffrey  Karabin,  and  David 
Mandel,  as  well  as  juniors  Jason  McCaskey  and  Tom 
Zukoski. 

Karabin  is  a holder  of  two  Loyola  cross  country 
records  and  posted  his  best  finish  ever  at  the  MAAC 
Championships  last  season.  He  has  improved  upon 
his  times  at  the  MAACs  in  each  of  his  three  seasons 
and  hoped  to  do  so  again  this  season. 

Mandel  and  McCaskey  are  both  talented  runners 
who  have  improved  their  times  at  the  MAAC  Cham- 
pionships over  the  past  few  years.  Mandel  ran  a 
career-best  26:49  last  fall,  while  McCaskey  improved 
to  28:09  in  the  8K  event.  Zukoski  returned  as  the 
most  heralded  Loyola  runner.  A top  recruit  out  of  high 
school,  he  held  four  Loyola  records  going  into  the 
season.  Zukoski  was  also  the  only  Loyola  men’s  cross 
country  runner  to  finish  in  the  Top  1 5 at  the  MAAC 
Championships,  placing  14th  in  1997  and  15th  last 
season. 

Also  returning  for  the  Greyhounds  were  senior 

Wolve  Gardiner,  juniors  J.J.  Gartland,  Andrew 
Lemanski,  and  Anthony  O’Sullivan,  as  well  as  sopho- 
mores David  Reynaud  and  Matthew  Sgrizzi. 

Joining  the  fold  this  fall  were  four  talented  fresh- 
men recruits,  Brian  Bolek,  Sal  Candela,  Jr.,  Daniel 
DeYoung,  and  Paul  Vece. 
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Coming  off  their  sixth  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference  (MAAC) 
title  in  nine  years  last  fall,  Loyola  has  asserted  itself  as  the  premier 
team  in  the  circuit.  Coach  Mark  Broderick,  now  in  his  third  season 
as  the  Loyola  mentor,  has  helped  continue  the  winning  tradition 
built  by  the  legendary  Dr.  Michael  Ventura,  Loyola’s  golf  coach 
emeritus.  Loyola  returned  a veteran  bunch  in  1999-SOOO,  led  by 
the  duo  of  MikeVandenberg  and  Jason  Cage,  to  chase  its  seventh 
title,  and  the  first  NCAA  bid  in  the  program’s  history. 

Vandenberg,  a senior  co-captain,  led  the  Greyhounds  in  scoring 
average  in  both  the  fall  and  spring  last  year,  averaging  77.3  in  the 
fall,  and  79.0  in  the  spring.  In  addition,  he  claimed  the  individual 
title  at  the  Mulekicker  FaU  Classic  at  Army.  Cage,  a junior,  returned 
as  the  defending  MAAC  individual  champion. 

Also  back  are  seniors  Paul  Barry  and  Jeff  Grimes,  juniors  Bill 
Farley  and  John  Kovacs,  and  sophomores  Don  Miller  and  Ryan 
Swift.  Barry  played  a total  of  six  rounds  last  year,  averaging  86.8 
strokes  per  round.  Grimes,  a co-captain,  was  the  Greyhounds’  fifth- 
leading scorer  last  faU,  and  was  the  team  medalist  at  the  Cave’s 
VaUey  Invitational.  Farley  played  just  a total  of  two  rounds  last 
year.  Kovacs  asserted  himself  as  one  of  the  top  players  on  the  team 
in  the  fall,  finishing  third  in  scoring  average  (79.3).  MiUer  and  Swift 
each  played  in  two  tournaments  last  year. 

Loyola  has  produced  two  Academic  All-Americans,  and  nine 
MAAC  AU- Academic  honorees  in  the  past  three  years.  In  addition, 
recruiting  has  expanded  well  beyond  the  reaches  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  with  players  hailing  from  Kansas,  Michigan,  New 
Jersey,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania.

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Loyola  returned  with  34  letter-winners  and  five  starters 
from  a team  that  finished  the  regular  season  with  a perfect 
12-0  record.  Loyola,  which  earned  its  second  consecutive  No. 

1 seed  in  the  NCAA  Tournament,  fell  to  Syracuse  in  the 
quarterfinals,  17-11. 

The  Greyhounds  needed  to  replace  four  starters  on  offense 
who  accounted  for  57  percent  of  the  total  output  from  a sea- 
son ago.  Gone  were  stalwarts  Tim  O’Shea  (23-26-49),  Gewas 
Schindler  (31-8-39),  Mark  Frye  (23-15-38),  and  Todd 
Vizcarrondo  (22-9-31). 

Back  to  lead  the  attack  was  senior  Tim  Goettehnann 
(Manhasset,  NY/Manhasset),  who  tallied  21  goals  and  nine 
assist  for  30  points  last  season,  good  for  fifth  on  the  team. 
Also  returning  were  midfielders  Peter  Haas  (Fairfax,  VA/ 
Woodson),  who  totalled  20  points  on  14  goals  and  six  assists, 
and  Mike  Battista  (Newtonville,  MA/Newton  North),  who  had 
15  points  on  12  goals  and  three  assists. 

The  defense  was  led  hy  junior  long  pole  David  Metz 
(Camillus,  NY/West  Genesee),  who  garnered  Third-Team  All- 
America  honors  last  season.  Metz  was  joined  on  the  third 
team  by  seniors  Tim  O’Hara  (defense)  and  Jim  Brown  (goal). 

Loyola  opened  its  60th  season  of  lacrosse  when  it  traveled  to 
Delaware  on  Saturday,  Feb.  26.  The  schedule  featured  six 
teams  that  took  part  in  the  NCAA  Tournament  last  season, 
including  Final  Four  participants,  and  traditional  rivals,  Syra- 
cuse and  Johns  Hopkins.

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Loyola  head  coach  Diane  Aikens  has  twice  been  named  IWLCA 
National  Coach  of  the  Year,  and  her  Greyhounds  have  now 
advanced  to  the  National  Collegiate  tournament  each  of  the  last 
four  seasons.  But  the  job  Aikens  and  her  staff  fashioned  with  the 
1999  Greyhounds  may  have  been  the  most  extraordinary  of  all 
of  the  coach’s  1 1 years  at  the  helm. 

How  did  Aikens’  Greyhounds  respond  to  the  loss  of  four  All- 
Americans,  six  starters  and  an  injury  to  1998  leading  scorer  Jen 
Testrake,  who  missed  the  whole  season?  The  Greyhounds 
finished  12-5  overall,  5-1  in  the  Colonial  Athletic  Association, 
and  finished  the  regular  season  ranked  10th  nationally.  In 
addition  to  the  NCAA  appearance,  Loyola  had  a huge  win  at 
second-ranked  Virginia  in  late  April  and  won  nine  games  in  a row 
at  midseason. 

Even  better  news  for  Loyola  was  that  most  of  the  key 
performers  from  that  young  1999  team  returned  for  the  2000 
season  with  that  year  of  experience  behind  them.  Loyola  lost  its 
leading  scorer,  second-team  All- America  Kathleen  O’Shea,  as 
well  as  defensive  dynamo  Chelsea  Morley,  but  a host  of  up-and- 
coming  players  were  poised  for  breakout  years: 

A Stacey  Morlang,  who  tied  for  team-high  honors  with  31 
goals  her  freshman  year 

A Megan  Santacroce,  a first-team  All-CAA  pick  and  an 
All- America  candidate  this  year 

A Danielle  Battersby,  a second-team  all-league  selection 

A Goalkeeper  Tricia  Dabrowski,  who  started  her  freshman 
year  as  an  unknown  but  finished  it  as  one  of  the  best 
goalies  in  the  nation.

Maryland  Downs  Greyhounds,  17-7, 
in  National  Semifinal  Game 

Loyola  Gnishes  with  record-tying  16  wins 
EWING,  N.  J.  (AP)  - Jen  Adams  had  five  goals  and  two  assists, 
and  Maryland  used  six  straight  goals  in  the  final  13  minutes 
of  the  first  half  to  key  a 17-7  victory  over  Loyola  in  an  NCAA 
women’s  lacrosse  semifinal  Friday  night  [May  19,  2000], 
Top-seeded  Maryland  (20-1)  will  seek  its  sixth  consecu- 
tive NCAA  title  and  20th  straight  win  Sunday  when  it  meets 
the  winner  of  Friday’s  Princeton-James  Madison  game.  The 
Terrapins  have  won  16  consecutive  NCAA  games. 

Third-seeded  Loyola  ( 1 6-5),  which  dropped  to  1-2 1 against 
Maryland,  fell  behind  3-1  but  got  goals  from  Stephanie  Sweet 
and  Stacey  Morlang  to  tie  it,  3-3,  with  16:24  left  in  the  first  half 
Meg  McNamara  scored  with  12:43  left  to  start  a string  of 
seven  straight  Terrapin  goals.  Allison  Comito  scored  two  goals 
while  Kristin  Sommar,  Sonia  Judd  and  Courtney  Hobbs  had 
one  each  as  Maryland  took  a 9-3  halftime  lead.  Comito,  who  had 
four  goals,  scored  12  seconds  into  the  second  half  to  complete 
the  Terrapin  run. 

Adams,  the  nation’s  leading  scorer,  scored  four  In  the  second 
half,  raising  her  total  to  76  and  breaking  her  school  record  of 
71  set  last  year.  Adams’ seven  points  give  her  126  for  the  year. 

Sommar  and  Judd  each  had  two  goals  for  Maryland,  whUe 
Quinn  Carney  had  one  goal  and  four  assists. 

Stacey  Morlang  led  Loyola  with  three  goals  and  one  assist. 
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Zn  his  first  year  at  the  helm  of  the  Greyhounds,  Head  Coach  Mark 
Mettrick  was  charged  with  restoring  the  program  to  the  promi- 
nence and  luster  that  it  enjoyed  in  the  late  1980s  and  early  90s. 

Coming  to  the  Evergreen  campus  from  Mount  St.  Mary’s, 
Mettrick  has  enjoyed  success  at  every  juncture  of  his  career,  and 
expects  nothing  less  at  Loyola. 

The  Greyhounds  faced  some  challenges  this  season  though, 
especially  in  their  schedule,  where  they  faced  three  Top  25 
opponents,  as  well  as  the  loss  of  key  players.  Gone  to  graduation 
were  the  centerpieces  of  last  season’s  squad  — Christof 
Lindenmayer,  Charlie  McDoniel,  and  Peter  Troilo.  Lindenmayer 
was  a two-time  MAAC  Player  of  the  Year  selection,  while  McDoniel 
and  Troilo  provided  invaluable  leadership  from  the  defensive 
third  of  the  field. 

Still,  the  Greyhounds  returned  several  young  and  exciting 
players,  coupled  with  an  outstanding  recruiting  class. 

A challenging  schedule,  one  that  featured  two  in-season  tourna- 
ments, awaited  the  Greyhounds  in  2000.  Opening  the  season  at 
the  VCU-Nike  Classic  on  September  2-3,  Loyola  faced  Richmond, 
as  well  as  host  VCU.  Loyola  also  took  part  in  the  Wisconsin-Green 
Bay  Fila  Classic  on  September  16-17,  taking  on  host  UWGB  and 
UW-Milwaukee.  Other  non-conference  opponents  included  re- 
gional rivals  Maryland  and  UMBC,  as  well  as  Princeton  and  West 
Virginia. 

The  MAAC  slate  did  not  provide  an  easy  ride  either,  as  several 
teams  in  the  conference  had  continued  to  improve. 

Following  the  regular  season  was  the  annual  MAAC  Champion- 
ship, which  was  hosted  by  Rider  University,  in  Lawrenceville,  MJ 
on  Nov.  3-5.

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The  Greyhounds  returned  an  experienced  group  from  a team 
that  fell  an  overtime  loss  short  of  its  first  NCAA  tournament 
appearance  in  1998  and  reached  the  MAAC  title  game  for  the 
seventh  time  in  the  seven-year  history  of  the  program.  An 
outstanding  recruiting  class  should  go  a long  way  toward  filling 
the  holes  left  by  the  graduation  of  five  seniors.  Loyola  also  had  a 
unique  star  attraction  in  junior  Kathleen  Shields  (Friends  Acad- 
emy/Brentwood, N.Y.),  but  she  certainly  wasn’t  the  Greyhounds’ 
only  threat  to  opponents. 

While  1 998’s  1 0-8-2  mark  was  noteworthy,  both  Head  Coach  Joe 
Mallia  and  his  Greyhounds  knew  it  could  have  been  better.  Four 
losses  came  in  overtime,  and  Loyola  held  leads  in  the  second  half 
in  two  others.  The  Greyhounds,  playing  the  most  difficult  schedule 
in  their  history,  competed  at  the  necessary  higher  level  but  often 
came  up  just  inches  short. 

“We  were  on  the  cusp  of  winning  some  big  games  last  sea- 
son,” says  Mallia,  “so  we  know  how  it  feels  to  play  well  against 
good  teams.  Sure,  we  had  some  hard  luck  and  bad  breaks,  but 
it’s  up  to  us  now  to  turn  the  tables  and  turn  those  losses  into 
wins.  For  us,  it’s  about  confidence  and  hard  work,  and  then 
we’ll  be  able  to  reach  our  goals.” 

Chief  among  those  goals  is  the  MAAC  tournament  title,  which  for 
the  second  year  in  a row  results  in  an  automatic  bid  to  the  NCAA 
championship.  Loyola  must  vanquish  nemesis  Fairfield,  which 
has  defeated  the  Greyhounds  in  overtime  in  each  of  the  last  two 
MAAC  championship  games,  not  to  mention  navigate  another 
difficult  non-conference  slate  that  sees  all  but  one  game  played  on 
the  road.

Swimming  & Diving 


After  sweeping  its  first  three  meets,  including  a big  win  at 
Georgetown,  Loyola  finished  an  impressive  second  at  the  Metro 
Atlantic  Athletic  Conference  (MAAC)  championships  in  2000. 
The  Greyhounds  were  undefeated  (4-0)  in  MAAC  dual  meets 
and  6-4  overall.  Loyola  opened  its  season  with  a huge  win  over 
archrival  Fairfield,  131-93.  Eric  Miller  swam  the  100-yd.  but- 
terfly in  54.62  against  the  Stags,  the  second  best  time  in  the 
MAAC  last  year.  The  Greyhounds  then  went  on  to  defeat 
Georgetown,  118-116,  and  St.  Peter’s,  148-127.  Matt  Reheis 
had  excellent  showings  against  both  the  Hoyas  and  Peacocks. 
Reheis  swam  the  100-yd.  breaststroke  in  1 : 02. 12  at  Georgetown 
and  the  200-yd.  breaststroke  against  St.  Peter’s  in  2:14.19, 
ranking  him  fifth  and  fourth,  respectively,  in  MAAC  times  for 
those  events.  Ken  Sposato  claimed  the  50-yd.  free  against 
Georgetown  in  21.92,  third  in  the  MAAC  during  the  season. 
Loyola’s  streak  ended,  falling  at  the  Colgate  Invitational.  How- 
ever, the  Greyhounds  regained  their  composure  against  Rider 
(120-1 19)  and  Iona  (145-86)  to  prepare  for  the  MAAC  champi- 
onships. The  men  had  an  impressive  performance  at  the  MAAC 
meet,  finishing  second  with  723.50  points.  Jamie  Barone  quali- 
fied for  the  Eastern  College  Athletic  Conference  (ECAC)  champi- 
onships after  his  first-place  finish  in  the  200-yd  IM  (1:56.44) 
and  fourth-place  finish  in  the  200-yd.  backstroke  (1:57.11). 
Barone  also  captured  the  100-yd.  breaststroke  in  a time  of  58:68. 
The  400-yd.  medley  relay,  consisting  of  Barone,  Reheis,  Eric 
Miller  and  Mike  Hoffman,  took  third  place  with  a time  of  3:34.84. 
As  a freshman,  Greg  Lau  swam  the  1650-yd.  freestyle  event  in 
16:59.49,  finishing  fourth.  Reheis  nearly  won  the  200-yd.  breast- 
stroke in  a third-place  time  of  2:12.28. 
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The  Loyola  women’s  swimming  8c  diving  team  finished 
4-6  overall  in  dual  meets  in  1999-2000,  including  a 3-1 
record  against  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference 
(MAAC)  opponents,  before  placing  a strong  third  at  the 
conference  championship  meet  m February.  Loyola  de- 
feated archrival  Fairfield  130-103  to  open  the  season, 
but  then  feU  to  Georgetown,  141-95.  Sarah  O’Donnell 
scored  251.175  points  against  Fairfield  in  the  three- 
meter  dive  event  (six  dives),  the  second-best  perfor- 
mance in  the  MAAC  last  year.  The  Greyhounds  fin- 
ished the  Colgate  Invitational  1-2,  as  Brianna  Hawkins 
swam  the  1650-yd.  freestyle  in  17:39.40  and  the  400- 
individual  medley  in  4:41.64,  the  top  performance  in 
the  MAAC  for  those  events.  The  Greyhounds  then  stepped 
up  the  pace  in  MAAC  competition,  topping  St.  Peter’s, 
137-105,  and  Iona,  147-87.  The  true  test  for  the  Grey- 
hounds came  at  the  MAAC  championships,  where  they 
finished  third  with  692  points.  Loyola  had  15  swim- 
mers place  in  individual  events.  Among  the  Greyhounds’ 
top  finishers  was  Hawkins,  who  finished  fifth  in  the 
400-yd.  IM  (4:50.86)  and  sixth  in  the  500-yd.  freestyle 
(5: 19.65).  Julie  Nowak  placed  fifth  in  the  200-yd.  back- 
stroke  with  a personal  best  of  2:16.06.  Sara  Lentz 
finished  sixth  in  the  100-yd.  breaststroke  (1:13.84). 
The  400-yd.  freestyle  relay  team,  consisting  of  Betsy 
Mezick,  Michelle  Russo,  Alison  Bailey  and  Christine 
Gahagan,  finished  fourth  with  a time  of  3:47.89. 

The  diving  team  was  lead  by  Amy  Sweigert  and 
O’DonneU,  who  placed  eighth  and  third,  respectively,  in 
the  three-meter  dive.  O’DonneU  also  exceUed  in  the 
one-meter  dive,  finishing  fourth

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If  followers  of  the  Loyola  women’s  tennis  program  were  wondering 
what  the  1 999-2000  Greyhounds  could  possibly  do  for  an  encore,  they 
weren’t  wondering  anymore  by  season’s  end.  Loyola’s  Metro  Atlantic 
Athletic  Conference  (MAAC)  championship  in  2000  was  probably 
more  dominating  than  the  previous  season,  when  Rick  McClure’s 
Greyhounds  earned  their  first  NCAA  tournament  bid.  The  schedule 
may  have  changed,  but  Loyola’s  domination  of  its  opponents  continued. 
The  MAAC  championship  was  in  the  spring  for  the  first  time,  giving 
new-found  importance  to  the  Greyhounds’  spring  season,  but  Loyola 
went  1 2-3  in  dual  matches  leading  up  to  the  championship,  including 
a perfect  5-0  against  conference  opponents.  The  tournament  itself  was 
different,  having  changed  from  a flighted  individual  championship  to 
a seeded  team  event,  but  Loyola  used  that  change  to  win  the  2000 
championship.  A 5- 1 victory  over  archrival  Fairfield  in  the  champion- 
ship match  propelled  the  Greyhounds  to  their  second  straight  NCAA 
bid,  where  the  team  fell  at  powerful  14th-raiiked  William  &?  Mary  in 
the  first  round.  Though  Loyola’s  lineup  was  certainly  balanced  up  and 
down  the  ladder,  junior  Jennifer  Steele  stood  out  by  season’s  end. 
Steele,  who  had  played  No.  3 singles  her  sophomore  year,  moved  up  to 
No.  2 in  1999-2000  and  had  a stellar  season,  finishing  24-9  and 
earning  Most  Outstanding  Player  honors  at  the  MAAC  championship. 
With  a whole  season  remaining,  Steele  was  just  one  singles  victory  shy 
of  Colby  Bruno’s  program  record  of  67  wins.  Steele,  along  with  partner 
Holly  Martin,  also  finished  an  impressive  18-5  at  No.  2 doubles, 
including  an  11-1  mark  in  the  spring  season.  Martin,  who  earned  the 
Department  of  Athletics  “Unsung  Hero”  award  at  season’s  end,  was 
also  1 8-9  at  No.  4 singles  and  finished  her  outstanding  career  just  win 
shy  of  Bruno’s  school  mark.  Greyhounds  finished  the  year  with  an 
impressive  22-5  overall  record,  a team  record  for  victories.

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With  a difficult  early-season  tournament  schedule,  the  Loyola 
College  volleyhall  team  struggled  and  found  it  difficult  to  regain 
their  form.  However,  just  as  the  Greyhounds  have  done  in  the 
past,  two  late-season  conference  wins  brought  their  record  to  3-6 
in  the  Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference  (MAAC),  placing  them 
seventh  in  the  league.  Senior  co-captains  Shauna  Lagatol  and 
Kristie  Veith  led  the  team  throughout  the  year.  Lagatol  had  an 
outstanding  season  for  the  Greyhounds,  finishing  with  268  digs, 
34  serving  aces  and  4?0  kills,  which  ranked  her  third  in  the 
MAAC.  She  led  the  team  as  the  outside  hitter,  striking  her  sea- 
son-high  of  30  kills  in  a five-game  series  against  Manhattan. 
Lagatol  was  named  MAAC  Player  of  the  Week  for  her  excellent 
showing  against  St.  Francis,  registering  19  kills  and  14  digs  with 
a .366  hitting  percentage.  Veith,  who  recovered  from  a knee 
injury  in  1998,  was  also  a main  contributor  as  an  outside  hitter 
as  well  as  defensively  averaging  three  digs  per  game.  Late  in  the 
season,  the  Greyhounds  bounced  back  from  a losing  streak  to 
send  their  seniors  off  with  a victorious  final  home  match  as  they 
beat  Belmont,  3-2.  Lagatol  and  Veith  nailed  17  and  12  kiUs, 
respectively,  from  junior  setter  Lincy  Chacko,  who  ended  the  game 
with  a respective  47  assists.  Loyola  then  closed  out  its  conference 
play  beating  Niagara  and  Canisius.  Lagatol  led  the  team  offen- 
sively with  24  kiUs  against  Niagara,  as  junior  Carisa  Kreichauf 
played  an  outstanding  defensive  game  with  25  digs.  Lagatol  again 
helped  the  Greyhounds  defeat  Canisius  in  a four-game  series, 
hitting  an  impressive  .408.  Kreichauf  perfected  the  dynamic 
force  on  the  outside  with  1 1 kills,  finishing  the  season  with  a 
.248  hitting  percentage,  ranking  her  10th  in  the  league.

Opened  to  the 
world  in  1914,  the  canal  is  considered  one  of 
the  greatest  construction  achievements  in 
American  history. 


A tropical  depression  producing  heavy 
rain  hits  Mexico  in  November.  The 
resulting  floods  kill  more  than  350 
people  and  cause  100,000  to  evacuate. 

In  August,  the  U.S.  pays  $4.5  million  to 
victims  of  NATO’s  accidental  bombing 
of  the  Chinese  embassy  in  Belgrade. 
Three  Chinese  are  killed  and  27  are 
wounded  in  the  May  1999  bombing. 


In  December,  torrential  rains  cause  Venezuela’s 
worst  natural  disaster  of  the  century.  Mudslides 
and  flash  floods  kill  up  to  30,000  people,  while 
damage  estimates  run  into  the  billions  of  dollars.
